In May the government informs 
the State Council that he is not being hell prisoner and that they 
have no news of him. 

Dr Manuel Liboroff , 56 yrs., a doctor, is arrested in Buenos 
Aires. He had been hold for sovorai months in Montevideo, subjected 
to brutal torture, and finally deported fna the country. He 
was a leader of the Medical Federation. 

Sttore Picrri , jouraalict, is arrested. He had also been held 
for several months in Montevideo and latci /reed. He had worked 
with "Marcha" and wrote for oeveral newopep'-ro which had been 
closed down by the government ("Epoca", "F:tra”, "De Frente", 
and "La Idea").
